memory adapted to store saicy electronic photographic images, 
an ordering interface, and/a communications link;

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25, The computer meythod of claim 21 wherein said payment 
verifier access proyiding means further comprises means for 
transmitting payment corresponding to production of said 
hardcopy rendition^ in response to notification from said 
financial insti tut/ion . 
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26- The computef* method of claim 21 wherein said image 
loader access providing means further comprises means for 
receiving said/ electronic photographic images from a 
transmission oyer a publically accessible network through 
said communications link. 
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27. The computer method of claim 21 wherein said image 

loader access providing means further provides means for 

receiving said electronic photographic images from a non- 
volatile digital media. 
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28. The computer method of claim 27 wherein said non- 
volatile digital media is selected from the group consisting 
of magnetic and optical formats.
